LIFE IN A COAL MINE. 


Busy Workers Who Spend Half 


Their Li To Underground.

Coal miners have formed the subject 


D( scores of recent newspaper articles, 
not because the public is particularly 
interested in this branch of labor, but 
because the importation of thousands of 
Hungarian miners by the great an thra- 
ll tc coal oompauicsof Pennsylvania has 
become a national scandal. The con- 
tract labor law passed a few years' ago 
has, in a measure, corrected the abuse, 
but enough of the most degraded lluns 


THE UINKB AT WORK. 


were brought to tha United States dur- 
ing the period from the fall of I8T7 to 
1886 to menace the social and economic 
conditions of si number of once prosper- 
»ns and law-abiding communities. 


Whenever these Hungarians, who at 


first came in small detachments, be- 
came imbued with American ideas and 
tsked for increased pay, they were soon 
Defeated by their own countrymen, 
•rho came by thousands to take the 
places of their emancipated brethren. 
At the present time scores of mining 
villages in Pennsylvania are inhabiti'd 
•zclusi vely by Huns.The Welsh, English 
»nd American miners have drifted xvest- 
jvard. Lawlessness and almost incred- 
ible disregard of moral and sanitary 
roles and regulations prevail in com- 
munities once noted for their clcanii- 
aess and enterprise. 


The mining of coal became an im- 


portant industry in the w*st many 
fears ago, and mine owners in Illinois 
ind Iowa were g-lad to get hold of the 
frorkmen whom stern necessity hail 
•ompellcd to leave their homes in the 
sast. 


A recent visit to Iowa, made after an 


fnvestijration of the condition of the 
xiiners in Pennsylvania, impressed me 
more than anjT previous comparison be- 
tween the labor problem of the east 
tnd the west. 
In the anthracite rcjriim 


Ignorance and squalor go hand in hand; 
En the bituminous coal region of Iowa 
& fair decree of comfort makes the life 
>f the hard-working digger for 
the 


black diamonds endurable. Schools and 
ihurchcs are to be found in every settle- 
ment, and drunkenness is, to Buy the 
least, not a prevailing vice. 


The life of n coal miner is not a 


healthy one. 
Exposure and impure air 


:laim thousands of victims each year. 
.Many who use coal every day have not 
the remotest idea of how it is brought 
to the light of day and made ready for 
shipment. 


The first descent into a coal mine 


produces a sensation not easily forgot- 
ten. At the invitation of an Iowa mine 
awncr I accompanied him on a down- 
ward trip 
not long ago. 
Stepping 


from the clear air into a crazy-looking 


hoisted np. Before UM miner allowi 
the load to leave the gloomy vault be 
attaches a metal tag to the cart, so that 
he may receive proper credit for hi* 
work on the books of the company. 
AUer the coal has reached the Kurfac* 
it is weighed, and the net weight placed 
to the credit of the man whose ticket 
was found on the truck. It is, of coarse, 
needless to add that all miner* are paid , 
by the piece. 


After the coal has been weighed !t it I 


rolled down over a long chute, at ttu 
end of which is an immense screen, 
which separates and assorts the product. 


1 have made mention of curtains cov- 


ering the openings of trie mine apart 
incuts. They are put uplso as to allow 
only a limited portion of 1 the air from 
the main shaft to go into any one room. 
Not a panicle of air is allowed to go to 
waste, as carelessness in this respect 
might jeopard the lives of all workmen. 


The tools of the miners are extremelj 


simple. 
They have picks, short and 


very sharp and perfectly flat at the end. 
Their drills are about an inch in diam- 
eter and from six to ten feet long. Af lei 
a hole is drilled to suflicienJ depth, th« 
auger is removed and powder put in tin 
hole. 
A fuse is then attached and 


lighted. The explosion following thii 
operation makes a fearful noise. 
Ai 


many as twenty tons of cod have beei 
loosened by one discharge in the miui 
of which I am writing. 


Most of the coal now'taken front 


American mines is blown loose by pow- 
der or some other explosive. In fonnei 
years this work was perfornufl by hand, 
anil in some portions; of ICurojw; the old 
system still prevails. 
After the coa! 


has been loosened it is brcV.t-n intx 
pieces of various sixes by the miner! 
with the aid nf their picks. ! 


The social life in a mine is, of course, 


restricted and monotonous, Imt still th« 
busy workers find lime to exchange an 
occasional call with their fclluws. Whet 
one of the miners stands in need of I 
little gossip he simply shoulders hit 
pick and visits one of his din ins in ai 
adjoining hole or takes a stroll through 
the main street, where he can alwayi 
find more or less company. 
• 


From the description of these social 


functions it must not be supposed thai 
a miner's life is an easy one, for such i: 
certainly not the case. To earn ont 
dollar and fifty cents a day a minei 
must labor most industriously ten hour! 
a day amid surroundings that woulc 
strike terror to the heart of the ordt
